New Brockton’s Town Council now complete

The New Brockton Town Council 
is now complete. The first item of 
business addressed by the council 
Monday evening was to fill the Dis- 
trict 4 vacancy. 

Mayor Britt Lee entertained a mo- 
tion that Ricky Strickland be elected 
by the council to serve as the repre- 
sentative from District 4. Council 
member Linda Gilbert made the mo- 
tion which was seconded by Coun- 
cilman Ron McMonagle. The vote 
was unanimous, 

Immediately following the vote, 
Doris Danford administered the 
oath-of-office to Mr. Strickland who 
then took his seat on the council. 

Mayor Lee asked for a motion 
that Ron McMonagle be elected 
mayor pro tempore. Newly elected 
councilman Strickland made the mo- 
tion; however, it died for the lack of 
a second. 

During the discussion of the min- 
utes, the question of electing a may- 
or pro tempore arose again. In the 
previous meeting, the council had 
voted to give the mayor the authority 
to appoint the mayor pro tempore of 
his choice. 

Councilman Charles Cole ex- 
pressed his concern about the legali- 
ty of this relinquishing of power. He 
noted that according to state statute, 
the council cannot give that authori- 
ty to the mayor. 


Cole asked that the city’s attor- 
ney, Joe Sawyer, advise them on the 
proper procedure. 

awyer told council members that 
he had checked with one of the law- 
yers with the Alabama League of 
Municipalities and that he was pre- 
pared to advise the council on the 
matter, 

He stated that the position of 
mayor pro tempore has to be voted 
on by the council at-large. This ap- 
pointment/election cannot be dele- 
gated or passed on to the mayor or 
anyone else. 

Councilman Harrison asked Saw- 
yer about other positions that have to 
be filled by either the council or 
mayor. 

awyer said that there are two po- 
sitions that have to be voted on by 
the council - mayor pro tempore and 
city clerk/treasurer. 

“You can delegate other positions 
of authority that you work on such 
as the police chief and those type po- 
sitions,” he said. 

Once again, Mayor Lee called for 
a motion to elect Ron McMonagle as 
mayor pro tempore. This time the 
motion was made by Councilman 
Strickland and seconded by Council- 
man Harrison. 

During the discussion of the mo- 
tion, Senior member of the council, 
Charles Cole, commented that he 
was disappointed that his 12 years 
on the council (Cole was the only re-

elected mayor pro tempore. 

“I knew I wouldn’t get it, I ex- 
pected it, but because of my service 
and experience, I deserved it and I 
just wanted you [the council] to 
know that I’m disappointed that I 
was not at least spoken to. That is 
my discussion,” said Cole. 

The vote was taken and Cole cast 
the lone dissenting vote. 

Mayor Lee asked for a motion 
from the council that Mrs. Annette 
Williams be hired as city clerk. 
Councilman McMonagle made the 
motion that she be hired at a begin- 
ning salary of $6.50 A hour and a 
40-hour work week. The motion was 
seconded by Councilman Harrison. 

During the discussion of McMon- 
agle’s motion, Councilman Cole 
asked that the council consider pay- 
ing Linda Dillow, the present city 
clerk, severance pay. 

“We're giving up a lot of experi- 
ence, She’s [Dillow] done a good 
job,” said Cole. 

An amended motion was offered 
by Cole that Dillow be paid a sever- 
ance pay (an amount to be agreed on 
by the mayor and Dillow), accrued 
vacation and sick leave, and the 40 
hours of hold-back that she was not 
paid during the previous administra- 
tion. 

Both the amended motion offered 


by Cole pertaining to Dillow’s pay 
and the motion to hire Williams 
were unanimously passed by the 
council, 

Police Chief Charles Driggers re- 
ported that his department answered 
18 complaints and made 8 arrests 
during the past month, Police offi- 
cers issued 49 traffic citations while 
the rescue squad made 21 runs and 
the fire department answered 3 calls. 

The final action taken by the 
council was to vote unanimously to 
retain all present city employees - 
chief of police, police officers, street 
department employees, etc. - in their 
present position and rate of pay.

LATE ELBA RALLY FALLS SHORT IN HOMECOMING LOSS 


The Elba Tigers hosted one of the state’s most improved 5A teams Fri 
day night for homecoming and battled until the final horn before falling 
20-14 to the highly-favored Andalusia Bulldogs. The loss dropped Elba's 
record to 3-6 and ended the Tigers’ six-year dominance over their neigh 
bors from Covington County; however, it was the kind of loss the Tigers 
can build on, and if Elba will emphasize on the positives that took place 
in the game and not dwell on the negatives, it could help the team get 
ready for the upcoming state playoffs, 

The Elba offense struggled, especially with its inside running game, but 
did drive 47 yards for a touchdown after an early Andalusia turnover and 
marched 65 yards late in the game to give itself a chance to pull out the 
win, Quarterback Troy Bryan was sacked five times trying to find re 
ceivers, but three times was hit as he stayed in the pocket and ignored the 
heavy rush trying to make a big play. Bryan had some key runs that 
helped the Tigers score their final points, and showed once again that he 
can be a weapon as a runner and not just a passer, 

While the Tigers did put 14 points on the scoreboard, it may have been 
the “one that got away” that came back to haunt the Tigers in the loss. 
Elba began a possession at the Andalusia 23-yardline carly in the second 
quarter after a big kickoff return by Eric Jordan and moved to a first 
down at the 12-yardline, only to lose nine yards on a reverse and then

The Elba defense battled the high-powered Andalusia offense through

The staff from the county exten- 
sion service provided food and drink 
for the new commissioners and their 
Quest. 

After about forty-five minutes, 
the commissioners convened their 
first meeting. 

Wilson Mobley, county adminis-
